How the Sun cometh to be Eclipſed, 


N Eclipſe of the Sun is nothing elle, but 

the interpoſition of the body of the Moon 
between the Sun and the Earth, or between the 
Sun and our ſight. , 


How the Moon cometh to be Eclipſed. 


== Sun never goeth from under the Eclip- 
. tick line, but the-Moon hath five degrees of 
latitude on either ſide of the Ecliptick : at fuch 
full Moons then, as the Moon ſhall be little or 
nothing in latitude, and under the Ecliptick 
line, oppoſite to the Sun diametrally , then 
will ſhe be Eclipſed, becauſe then there will be 
an interpoſition of the Earths dark and groſle 
body between them , which will ſhadow the 
Suns light from the Meon , being of her {elf 
but a dusky ſhining, without the Suns reflection 
on her.

E all matters Legal, the year begins not with 
as untill the 25 day of arch, ſo that the 
year which doth beginne on the firft of Zanx- 
ary is the Julian year, inſtituted by Zin 
Ceſar. 


Of a Day. 


A day, in all Legall or Law matters, is ac- 
counted but from Sun to Sun: fo that one whe 
hath a ſum of money to pay on a ſet day by 
bond, need not tender his mpney before or af- 
ter Sun. This kind of day is that which we call 
an artificiall day; but a day naturall is to be ac- 
counted from midnight ro midnight, and ſo

In every Leap-year, the 24 and 25 dayes of 
February, in ſuits at Law, are to be accounted 
both as one. Bur for keeping of Fairs, thoſe 
which uſe to be on the 24 muſt be kept on 
the 25, becauſe Marrhias is not untill the 25 
when it is Leap-year,

The South-wind called e4#fter, is of na 
ture "hot and moiſt : it breedeth corrupt hu 


mours, and in hot bodies cramps, giddineſle inf. 
the head, or the falling ſickneſle, peſtilence,and 


cruel Feavers. 
» The Weſt-wind called Fawvonixs, is of na 


ture cold and moiſt ; it breedeth phlegme in 


moiſt bodies, it procureth ſleep, breedeth Apo 
plexies, and the like. In the ſpring it greatly re 
freſheth all things, brings abroad the bloud 
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and the found humours, which lay hid in win- 
ter, much refreſhing the mind. Howbeit near 
the end of Autumn, when winter beginneth tq | 
approach , it then grows churliſh both on ſea 
Mand land. | 
The North-wind called Septextrio, 15 of na- | 
ture cold, and it is good againſt the Peſtilence, 
and vet in cold bydies it breedeth pluriſies, 
coughs, gouts,and in ſome ſquinances;yet of all 
winds it is held to be the wholeſomeſt, al- 
though it be the ſharpeſt in our winter moneths 
Note that what is ſpoken thus of their ef- 
fes, is meant of their long ſtanding in. the 
Maid quarters, | 
Know alſo that a continual ſtill Summer, is a 
Flione of Plague or Earth-quake. wy 


Of Bloud-letting, and ſome other 
Phyficall Obſervations. 


Þ TN youth, let bloud from the change to the

And in old age, from the laſt quarter to the 

iſ change. 

But know that under the age of. 14, and 
above 56, it is not g00d to bleed art all.

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very hurtfall to take any phyſick, unleſlſe there 
| be great need : and indeed necellity hath no 
law; wherefore in ſuch a caſe, the diſeaſe being 
deſperate, the cure muſt be adventured 2 

Take a purgation when the moon is in T 7ize 
or Sextile aſpect with Venx, decreaſing in any 
of theſe three ſignes, Cancer, Scorpio, or Piſces, 
and it will be ſure to work the betcer, becauſe 
when a moilt planet in a moiſt figne hath ſuch 
an aſpet, the humours in the body are then 
ſtirred up and down, and ſo the better purged 
/'Out, Wherefore in this caſe it cannot be amiſle 
to prepare humours by [ſomething or other 
which is laxative;and let this be while the moon

to anoint the eyes with Bats-bloud will clean . 
put them out: according to the old proverb,T he 
bloud of a Bat will make a man ſee as well by 
night, as by day: which may well be in him thar 
cannot ſee at all. 


Things good for the Brain. 


TO ſmell to camomil, musk, or red-roſes, to 

L waſh the temples often with roſe-water, to 
eat ſage meaſurably, to drink wine not over- 
much , to keep the body-warm, to waſh the 
hands often, to walk and {ſleep meaſurably, to 
eat muſtard and pepper, and not to be troubled 
with too much noiſe.
